_ The department maintains a list of organization* and private 
individuals who perform research in the fields of social science, 
polities, and economies, that would he of interest to the depart- 
ment». The apparent functions of the SPX Associates would certainly 
fall within this category, hat they are not included in the list* 
While the Department's files may not be all inclusive, it Is as 
complete a list as is available. 

In addition, the Dg^rtment has been informed by the department 
of the Air Force thaprft has no interest in the firm and that 
Hutton is net rejyKSsentSaethe Aijj Force in any way.
